Like the first two guides to the major 
manuscript holdings of the Minnesota Historical 
Society, this volume is arranged alphabetical- 
ly. Its 1,194 entries continue the numbering 
sequence of the two preceding guides. In sev- 
eral instances, substantial additions to col- 
lections previously described are reflected in 
new entries that supplement or replace the ear- 
lier ones. Such changes are noted in the entry 
headings. The index refers to the numbered en- 
try rather than to the page on which it appears. 

Each heading also gives the title and in- 
clusive dates of the collection, quantity. of ma- 
terial and, if necessary, its physical form, in- 
formation on the holders of originals of photo- 
copied materials, and restrictions on use or 
reservations of literary rights. More detailed 
information on the restrictions governing ac- 
cess to particular collections is available 
upon request. 

In general, the term "Papers" is used as 
a title for collections of personal and family 
manuscripts of individuals. The term "Records" 
is employed for the collections of organiza- 
tions, although this distinction is frequently 
blurred. The use of "Papers" in a listing per- 
taining to an organization indicates that the 
collection consists of miscellaneous types of 
manuscripts or of materials about the organiza- 
tion, rather than its corporate records. When 
a collection contains only one, or occasionally 
two, record types, such as letters or minutes, 
they are specified in the heading. 

Quantity is measured in number of pages 
(for single items), in number of items (for col- 
lections of approximately 150 items or less), 
in separate counts of items and volumes (for 
collections consisting largely of volumes), in 
linear inches (for those of less than one foot), 
in linear feet for larger collections, or in 
number of microfilm rolls. 

Entry descriptions include an identifica- 
tion of the person or organization whose papers 
are described, types of materials present, sub- 
ject-matter concentrations, and specific topics 
on which a significant amount of information is 
present. The length of the description, there- 


fore, is often governed by the cohesiveness and 
homogeneity of the materials in the collection 
described. A particular effort has been made 
to specify geographical locales, particularly 
of Minnesota cities and counties, dates or 

date spans, and topics that lie outside the 
over-all subject focus of a collection. Lists 
of major correspondents are included in many 
entries, although they are by no means exhaus- 
tive. Where portions of a collection are known 
to have been published or quoted extensively, 
the entry includes a full citation to the pub- 
lished work. 

Practicalities have governed some as- 
pects of entry format. In some instances we 
have chosen to continue heading styles used in 
the previous guides, notably in entering church 
records under the name of the church rather 
than under its location. Occasionally portions 
of family papers that are physically separate 
have been combined into a single guide entry. 
On the other hand, more than fifty lumber and 
land companies operated in conjunction with the 
Weyerhaeuser lumbering interests have been en- 
tered separately; their corporate connection is 
recognized by the phrase "Weyerhaeuser affili- 
ate" at the end of the entry. Users are cau- 
tioned that through oversight not all entries 
are in precise alphabetical order. 

Several categories of materials have been 
omitted. They include minor additions to pre- 
viously described collections; maps; uncata- 
loged collections; transcripts of oral history 
interviews; research papers and other secondary 
writings with the exception of book-length 
manuscripts; personal memorabilia such as 
awards and citations (except when part of a 
larger collection); most single letters, docu- 
ments, and brief reminiscences; and materials 
held by the society's eight affiliated out- 
state regional research centers. 

A word of explanation may be needed for 
such consolidated entries as a biographical 
file (no. 1751) and a county histories file 
(no. 1900). These and other consolidated col- 
lections encompass hundreds of the marginal 
items, historical articles, and reminiscences 


which do not constitute viable independent en- 
tities but which are nevertheless useful 
sources of personal and local history. 

Inventories analyzing and describing the 
materials in greater detail have been prepared 
for all of the collections in this guide. They 
are available for use in the Archives and Manu- 
scripts reference room, or they may be pur- 
chased in photocopy. Several published guides 
to portions of the collections are also avail- 
able. They include the two predecessor guides, 
Grace Lee Nute and Gertrude W. Ackermann, 
comps., Guide to the Personal Papers in the 
Manuscript Collections of the Minnesota Histori- 
cal Society (St. Paul, 1935) and Lucile M. Kane 
and Kathryn A. Johnson, comps., Manuscripts 
Collections of the Minnesota Historical Society, 
Guide No. 2 (St. Paul, 1955); as well as Lucile 
M. Kane, comp., Guide to the Public Affairs 
Collection of the Minnesota Historical Society 
(St. Paul, 1968); James E. Fogerty, comp., Pre- 
liminary Guide to the Holdings of the Minnesota 
Regional Research Centers (St. Paul, 1975); 
Maureen J. Leverty, comp., Guide to Records of 
the Northern Pacific Branch Lines . (Sti. 
Paul, 1977); and printed guides to the micro- 
filmed editions of the papers of Ignatius Don- 
nelly, John Lind, the National Nonpartisan 
League and Henry G. Teigan, Alexander Ramsey, 
Henry H. Sibley, Lawrence Taliaferro, and James 
Wickes Taylor. 

Several other collections have been micro- 
filmed, in whole or in part. All microfilm 
made from the division's holdings, and most mi-

crofilm of loaned originals, is available for 
sale or interlibrary loan. Specific informa- 
tion on microfilmed materials, filming poli- 
cies, and prices is available upon request. 

The collections also include microfilm and 
photocopies of documentary materials on Minne- 
sota and the upper Midwest that have been pur- 
chased from the National Archives and from 
other institutions; these are not available for 
sale or loan. 

No guide to manuscripts can come into 
being without the contributions of a great many 
people. I owe particular gratitude to Rhoda K. 
Raasch, who identified, correlated, and typed 
work sheets for all collections not entered in 
the previous guides; to Lucile M. Kane, Sue E. 
Holbert, Dennis E. Meissner, and Marion Matters, 
who together wrote more than a third of the en- 
tries; to Meissner and Frederick M. Donahue, who 
spent many hours painstakingly checking facts, 
filling in blanks, and now and then passing 
judgment on the adequacy of the entries; to 
June D. Holmquist, Jean A. Brookins, Mary D. 
Cannon, and Alan Ominsky of the society's Pub- 
lications and Research Division, who suffered 
our idiosyncracies and corrected some of our 
worst mistakes; to June E. Sonju and Jean M. 
Kirby, who typed the final copy; and to the 
many catalogers, past and present, who wrote 
the inventories that made preparation of this 
guide possible.

Introduction 


The first guide to the Minnesota Histori- 
cal Society's manuscripts collections appeared 
in 1935; the second was published in 1955. 

When the latter came off the press, the compil- 
ers resolved that never again would two decades 
elapse before another guide was completed. 
Twenty-two years later, with a slight blush, we 
present Guide Number 3. 

More significant than a resolution not 
kept, however, is the nature of the new guide 
as a partial reflector of continuity and change 
in a collection that began its evolution soon 
after the society's establishment in 1849. 

The pages that follow clearly demonstrate 
the continuity of a collecting policy articu- 
lated in the 1920s by Solon J. Buck, Theodore 
C. Blegen, and Grace Lee Nute, who brought to 
the society the first professional perspectives 
on documentation. That policy placed emphasis 


upon acquiring and preserving the papers of Min- 


nesotans and the records of Minnesota-based or- 
ganizations -- the twin foci that remain the 
heart of the collection. Within the parameters 
of this policy, however, the subject-matter 
scope of materials acquired is broad. Family 
migrations, the interests of the hundreds of 
diverse persons represented, individuals' roles 


in national and international affairs, and busi- 
ness organizations’ far-flung operations are on- 


ly a few of the elements generating complex and 
geographically widespread subject matter. Thus 
it is not surprising that the collection re- 

flects the activities of Minnesotans engaged in 


such varied enterprises as gold seeking in Alas- 


ka, transcontinental railroads, fur markets in 
London, and missions in Turkey and China. 
Another thread of continuity may be found 


in the policy of acquiring photocopies from oth- 
er institutions to complement and expand the re- 


search resources available in Minnesota. For 
example, the society early obtained copies of 
the American Fur Company Records from the New- 
York Historical Society and of the American 


Home Missionary Society Records from the Chicago 
With the improve- 


Theological Seminary Library. 
ment of copying techniques after 1955, this 
trend accelerated. Examples of acquisitions in 
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more recent years are copies of the Alexander 
Mackenzie and Company Records from the Sémi- 
naire de Québec, the Henry R. Schoolcraft Pa- 
pers from the Library of Congress, the Lyman C. 
Draper Papers from the State Historical Soci- 
ety of Wisconsin, the Peter B. Barbeau Papers 
from the Bayliss Library at Sault Ste. Marie, 
Michigan, and numerous series from the National 
Archives in Washington, D.C. 

Following a practice also established 
early in the society's history, copies of the 
institution's holdings are made available to 
other repositories. From 1965 to 1977 this ac- 
tivity has been expanded by the distribution of 
six microfilm editions funded by the National 
Historical Publications and Records Commission. 

Less prominent but still present to some 
degree is an amorphous element which cannot be 
given the dignified status of policy. Like 
their predecessors, collectors working since 
the 1950s have succumbed to aberrations induced 
by such varying circumstances as donor prefer- 
ence, attenuation of interest in certain sub- 
ject areas, and acquisitive instincts that 
sometimes overcame discipline. 

Another feature accentuated in recent 
years is planned collecting, which was a part 
of the society's program before 1935, as Theo- 
dore Blegen indicated in his introductions to 
Guides 1 and 2. In the 1950s collection analy- 
sis in a number of subject-matter areas led to 
projects, some of which received special fund- 
ing. The Public Affairs Center, established 
at the society in 1967 and supported by Madge 
Hawkins and the Northwest Area Foundation, in- 
creased the institution's capability not only 
to acquire materials related to politics and 
government, but also to arrange and describe 
them. Grants from Burlington Northern Inc. 
made railroad projects possible. Other subject 
areas that have received special attention are 
co-operatives, conservation and the environment, 
labor, and Jewish, black, and Mexican-American 
history. 

A decision made in the early 1950s has 
also influenced the characteristics of the col- 
lection. It was to enter into agreements with 


donors to periodically transfer papers and 
records to the society as soon as they became 
noncurrent. Politics is one area that has 
benefited from such agreements, and Hubert H. 
Humphrey, then the new United States senator 
from Minnesota, was the first person to en- 
dorse the effort by contributing his papers. 
He has continued to do so throughout the suc- 
ceeding years of his long career in govern- 
ment. Other Minnesotans and Minnesota organi- 
zations gave strong support to the periodic 
transfer system, with the result that within 
ten years continuing increments to established 
units became increasingly common. 

These transfer agreements as well as the 
passage of time have affected the chronologi- 
cal make-up of the collection. While nine- 
teenth-century holdings continue to be 
strengthened, the balance has shifted. A tab- 
ulation of date scopes in the two earlier 
guides reveals that 48 per cent of the entries 
concern the nineteenth century, 25 per cent 
bridge the nineteenth and twentieth centuries, 
and 23 per cent are limited to the twentieth 
century. In the present guide, 25 per cent 
concern the nineteenth century, 37 per cent 
bridge the nineteenth and twentieth centuries, 
and 35 per cent are limited to the twentieth 
century. 

The periodic transfer system, special 
projects, and general collecting activity have 
also extended holdings in many areas. While 
the earlier volumes reveal strong documenta- 
tion on the Granger movement, Populism, the 
Farmer's Alliance, the National Nonpartisan 
League, and the Farmer-Labor party, the present 
guide not only continues these themes but also 
high lights important new resources on the role 
of women in politics and on the Democratic- 
Farmer-Labor, Republican, Socialist Workers, 
and Socialist Labor parties. In addition, 
other aspects of women's history, labor, con- 
servation, religion, ethnic groups, Mississippi 
River improvements and steamboat transporta- 
tion, iron mining, the lumber industry, the na- 
tion's many wars, and other topics as recent as 
the Peace Corps have been enriched. And rail- 
roads! 

Perhaps no development in the past two 
decades has had as great an impact on the so- 
ciety's collection as the acquisition between 
1968 and 1977 of the vast Northern Pacific and 
Great Northern railroad records. In the case 
of the Northern Pacific, some materials had 
been solicited in the 1870s, in 1934, and in 
1951. The presence of papers on wagon trains 
rolling west, military and Indian affairs, and 
economic relationships attests to Minnesota's 
interest in the areas traversed by the trans- 
continentals headquartered in St. Paul. The 
railroad records provide ample evidence of the 
meshing of this interest and include extensive 
information on the Northwest as well as ona 
great variety of other subjects. These col- 
lections are voluminous, totaling some 13,800 
linear feet. The imperatives implicit in

managing them and other large units have fo- 
cused increasing attention upon the formulation 
of more discriminating appraisal standards as 
well as new techniques for surveying, select- 
ing, accessioning, arranging, and describing 
materials. 

While collection development has pro- 
gressed well from the viewpoint of coverage, 
no pause for self-congratulation is indicated. 
For example, the society holds the papers of 
millers and the records of a few small flour 
mills, but its collections do not contain those 
of the great Minneapolis companies which from 
1880 to 1930 dominated flour milling in the 
nation. Its holdings on river and rail trans- 
portation are excellent, but it has very little 
on truck, auto, and air transport. Other ob- 
vious weaknesses are science and technology, 
public utilities, wholesaling, retailing, and 
marketing. 

In documenting neglected areas, the so- 
ciety is now aided by a network of eight re- 
gional research centers established throughout 
the state between 1967 and 1977. Concentrating 
on materials of local and regional significance 
within Minnesota, the centers have already ac- 
complished a great deal in filling the void in 
local documentation that was beginning to oc- 
cur as the society devoted its primary efforts 
to collections of state-wide and national im- 
portance. Two notable areas of center collect- 
ing that immediately come to mind are the pa- 
pers of state legislators and local church rec- 
ords. In the case of the latter, a major micro- 
filming project made it possible to have these 
resources available both in St. Paul and in the 
centers. The regional centers are also collect- 
ing types of materials once found only in St. 
Paul. As this work goes on, their impact on 
the total research resources in Minnesota will 
be even more considerable. 

The centers are symptomatic of a major 
change in the dynamics of collection building 
that has occurred in Minnesota since the 1950s. 
As cultures change, institutions, communi- 
cation methods, and perceptions of valid cri- 
teria for preservation must keep pace. Well 
into the twentieth century, the society was 
the only Minnesota institution broadly re- 
sponsible for preserving the state's historical 
sources which was giving major attention to pa- 
pers and records. Local and county societies 
and other organizations also made important 
contributions; repositories in other parts of 
the nation customarily acquired collections 
that originated or concerned Minnesota as a 
normal part of their acquisitions policies. 
From the 1950s, and particularly in the 1960s, 
archival growth within the state has been 
dramatic. Particularly notable is the emer- 
gence of major collecting agencies at the 
University of Minnesota, where the University 
Archives developed rapidly, and where new col- 
lections -- the Social Welfare History Archives, 
the Immigration History Research Center, and 
the Manuscript Division, including the North- 


west Architectural Archives -- were estab- 
lished. The development of these and other 
strong collections has required adaptation and 
co-ordination, but Minnesota is the richer for 
them. They are helping to bring closer the 
goal of comprehensive coverage of the history 
of a big, diverse state -- a challenge the so- 
ciety alone had not been able to meet fully. 
Thus this guide is both a progress re- 
port and a reference tool, as each successive 
volume has and will be. A missing dimension 
in all of them is the human story of collec- 
tion building -- of the thousands of people 
who have contributed letters, diaries, house- 
hold expense records, and even divorce papers, 
of the staff members who have worked with them, 
and of the often fascinating collecting tales 
that are part of the institution's lore. Cur- 


rent staff members recall many outstanding peo- 


ple to whom the society owes a great deal -- 
among them leonine Carl W. Jones, who as the 
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institution's president was both a contributor 
and a fine collector himself; gentle and com- 
plex Ernest Oberholtzer, a philosopher of the 
conservation movement who was responsible for 
the acquisition of the Quetico-Superior Rec- 
ords and who brought us an understanding of 
the role of wilderness in twentieth-century 
America; Madge Hawkins, quizzical and keen, 
who with Russell W. Fridley established the 
Public Affairs Center; Meridel LeSueur, com- 
templative and challenging, inheritor of a tra- 
dition transmitted in her father's papers; and 
Elmer A. Benson, warrior from another gener- 
ation of political combat whose papers for the 
first time make clear his role in the Farmer- 
Labor party. Of each of these and of many 
more, we have vivid recollections. Guide No. 
3 is a salute to them all.

district. There is correspondence with col- 
leagues at the state and national levels; let- 
ters and legal papers concerning the receiver- 
ship (1923) of the Minneapolis and St. Louis 
Railroad; letters (1893-95) from William Loch- 
ren, U.S. commissioner of pensions, on social 
life in Washington, D.C., national politics, 
the panic of 1893, and the First National Bank 
of Minneapolis; correspondence with Union Pa- 
cific Railroad officials about the company's 
historical records; a few letters on the Mis- 
sissippi River upper harbor project at Minne- 
apolis (1942); and printed copies of Abbott's 
lectures in the University of Minnesota Law 
School.

An address book (n.d.), ex- 
pense book (1916), memorandum book (1919), and 
scrapbook (1915-34, 1957) are from his early 
years in New York City as a student and actor. 
In an oral history interview (April, 1959, 41 
pages) Abel discusses his acting career, fami- 
ly background, and general topics in the per- 
forming arts.

He was 
president of the First National Bank of Fergus 
Falls (1912-50), associated with numerous other 
regional banks and banking organizations, and 
a strong supporter of unit banking as opposed 
to group banking (1930s); editor (1885-1912) 
of the Fergus Falls Journal; active in the Re- 
publican party in local, state, and national 
politics; Minnesota state representative 
(1905-09, 1915, 1919) and state senator (1931- 
33, 1939-41); and an active alumnus and regent 
(1897-1905) of the University of Minnesota. 

He owned or was associated with such local and 

regional businesses as the Ceres Elevator Co., 

the Fergus Falls Woolen Mills Co., the Fergus 

Land Co., the Globe Flour Mills Co., the Key- 

stone Elevator Co., the Otter Tail Building 

and Loan Assn., the Otter Tail Power Co., the 

Minnesota and Ontario Paper Co., the North- 

western Building Assn. of Fergus Falls, and 

the Red River Milling Co. 

Adams' correspondence (1880s-1940s) with 
regional, state, and national Republican po- 
litical figures documents presidential, Minne- 
sota gubernatorial, congressional, and state 
legislative campaigns; the work of the legis- 
lature; political patronage; local party or- 
ganization; Republican opposition to the Na- 
tional Nonpartisan League (1917-23) and the 
Farmer-Labor party (1930s); women's political 
organizations and participation in state poli- 
tics; activities of Prohibition and women's 
suffrage organizations (early 1900s); Adams' 


support of woman legislator Hannah J. Kempfer 
(1923-29, 1933-41), tax laws, and other public 
issues. 

Banking policies, practices, laws, regu- 
lations, consolidations, and failures (especial- 
ly 1930s), and the activities of the First Bank 
Stock Corp. (1930s) are heavily documented. 
There is also considerable information on the 
University of Minnesota's administration, finan- 
cial affairs, faculty and staff, and agricultur- 
al experiment stations; affairs of James J. 

Hill and the Northern Pacific and Great North- 
ern railways; the history and development of 
Fergus Falls and Otter Tail County; Adams" real 
estate holdings in Fergus Falls and elsewhere; 
Fergus Falls business, civic, and political af- 
fairs; his work as census supervisor (1900); 
civilian relief organizations in World War I; 
the work of the Reconstruction Finance Corp. 
(1932-35); and the activities of Adams' chil- 
dren, Samuel Philip, Dorothy, and Marjorie. 

Also included are letters, diaries, note- 
books, and memorabilia of Adams' brother-in-law 
Reginald Reynolds (d. 1898), the first physi- 
cian in Fergus Falls, with data on medical 
study and practice (1860-98).

matters, including education, labor issues, the 
iron ore tonnage tax, civil service reforn, 
juvenile courts, temperance, the Minnesota Pro- 
gressive Republican League, national trade and 


tariffs, Burnquist's accession to the governor- 
ship after the death of Winfield S. Hammond 
(December, 1915), and his 1916 gubernatorial 
campaign. He was a Republican. 

The papers are most extensive for the 
World War I years, 1917-20 (approximately 7 
ft.). They focus particularly on the activi- 
ties of the Minnesota Commission of Public 
Safety, which consisted of the governor, the 
attorney general, and five appointed members 
and was granted broad powers to protect the 
state and assist in the war effort. There is 
information on its work and that of its mili- 
tary arm, the Minnesota Home Guard, in surveil- 
lance of National Nonpartisan League meetings, 
peace groups, and other alleged subversive ac- 
tivities; in focusing opposition to labor 
unions and the Industrial Workers of the World, 
to strikes on the iron ranges, and to a 1917 
street railway strike in the Twin Cities; in 
locating draft evaders; in imposing a curfew 
on saloons and restaurants; in discouraging the 
teaching of German and the use of other non- 
English languages in schools; and in register- 
ing and monitoring aliens. Papers for 1918 re- 
flect mounting criticism of the commission's 
exercise of its near-dictatorial powers and 
its suppression of political activities and 
civil liberties. Other papers for this period 
concern food production and conservation, ad- 
ministration of the selective service law, 
fuel conservation, Liberty Loan drives, and 
various war measures. 

Papers for 1919-20 focus on postwar con- 
cerns: continued activities of the Commission 
of Public Safety, legal actions against draft 
evaders, investigations of college professors 
accused of disloyalty, Burnquist's political 
activities, Victory Loan drives, President 
Woodrow Wilson's visit to Minnesota (September, 
1919), the 1919 special session of the Minne- 
sota legislature at which iron ore tonnage tax 
and soldiers' bonus bills were passed, Burn- 
quist's veto of the tonnage tax bill, growing 
interest in the League of Nations and the 
League to Enforce Peace which was formed to 
support it, and the 1920 presidential election 
campaign. 

Papers for 1921-60 (approximately 4 ft.) 
are concerned with Burnquist's campaigns for 
other state offices, his activities as state 
attorney general, state and national Republican 


party politics and campaigns, the National Assn. 


for the Advancement of Colored People, and 
Burnquist's nonpolitical activities: his St. 
Paul law business, the Modern Life Insurance 
Co. of which he was president in the 1920s, 
the Pilgrim Congregational Church in St. Paul, 
and alumi activities of Carleton College, 
Northfield. 

Correspondents include Charles W. Ames, 
William Harrison Hays, St. Paul mayor Laurence 
C. Hodgson, Frank B. Kellogg, Harold Knutson, 
John Lind, Charles A. Lindbergh, Sr., Ernest 
Lundeen, John F. McGee, Knute Nelson, Henrik 
Shipstead, Edward E. Smith, Minneapolis mayor 
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Thomas Van Lear, Woodrow Wilson, and other na- 
tional, state, and local officials and public 
figures.

strengthening the United Nations (UN) into a 
world federation with powers over armaments 
and aggression. 

Butler's correspondence, mainly with na- 
tional and local UWF officers, emphasizes prob- 
lems of world federation, international law, 
peace, disarmament, and the structure and func- 
tions of the UN; its efforts to secure support 
from professional groups, politicians, and 
state legislatures; and opposition to it (es- 
pecially 1950-53) by the Daughters of the 
American Revolution, the American Legion, the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, and other groups and 
individuals. 

There is information on Butler's speak- 
ing engagements; on testimony by UWF members 
before congressional committees; on UWF member- 
ship, organization, meetings, seminars, fi- 
mances, and publicity; on co-operation with 
other organizations interested in world govern- 
ment; on revision of the UN charter (1953-55); 
and on UWF opposition to the proposed Bricker 
amendment to the U.S. Constitution, limiting 
treaty-making powers (1953-56). 

Correspondents include UWF officers Alan 
M. Cranston, Norman Cousins, Claude Maxwell 
Stanley, Helen A. Shuford, Jerome H. Spingarn, 
Paul Shipman Andrews, Edward A. Conway, Stan- 
ley K. Platt, Harry Hollins III, A. J. Gustin 
Priest, and Abraham Wilson, as well as many 
congressmen and state legislators.

Family correspondence (15 ft.) and a 
variety of printed materials and volumes docu- 
ment the lives of James and his wives, Eliza 
Gilchrist, Elizabeth Reid (1818-50), and Per- 
sis Noyes (1807-87); their children, William 
Gilchrist (1830-1901), Thomas Davidson (1843- 
1921), Sarah Jane (1844-1919), Alexander 
Smith (1846-1933), and David Bertie (1848- 
1920); Sarah's husband, William Long Stevens 
(1825-1914) and family; and their daughter 
Elizabeth (Mrs. Robert Hugh Monahan) and fami- 
ly. 

A few letters in the 1840s and 1850s, 
and reminiscences (1890s) by William G. Chris- 
tie, document James' work in Irish flax mills, 
the family's emigration to the U.S., and farm 
life on the Wisconsin frontier. Letters from 
William, Thomas, and Alexander (1861-65) de- 
scribe their Civil War service in the South 
and along the Mississippi River with the First 
and Second Minnesota Light Artillery Regiments. 

Later letters (1865-79) discuss farm 
life and agricultural practices in Wisconsin 
and Minnesota, weather, the Minnesota grass- 
hopper plagues (1873-77), the temperance move- 
ment, illnesses and folk medicines, religion, 
spiritualism, philosophy, and literature. 
Alexander, Thomas, and Sarah corresponded 
about the many schools and colleges at which 
they studied or taught in the 1860s and 1870s, 
including Fox Lake Seminary in Fox Lake, Wis., 
Carleton College in Northfield, Wheaton Col- 
lege in Wheaton, I1l., Beloit College in Be- 
loit, Wis., the University of Wisconsin in 
Madison, Harvard University in Cambridge, Mass., 
and Andover Seminary in Andover, Mass. 

Sarah Christie Stevens’ correspondence 
(1879-1919) focuses on her work as a teacher 
in Minnesota schools and her interest in edu- 
cation in general; her election (1890) as 
superintendent of public schools of Blue Earth 
County; her activities in the temperance and 
women's suffrage movements of the 1890s and 
early 1900s, regarding which she corresponded 
with Eva McDonald Valesh; her butter (1886- 
89) and egg (1902-05) businesses from the 
family farm in Rapidan; and her interest (1903- 
19) in land promotion ventures throughout the 
U.S. 

Alexander wrote of his work for the U.S. 


Coast and Geodetic Survey and his life in 
Washington, D.C. (1878-93), a cross-country 
bicycle trip (1897), a sojourn in the Alaska 
gold fields (1898-1901), and his later writing 
and teaching in Montana. 

Other correspondence discusses William 
G.'s family and Winona County farm; experi- 
ences of Sarah's stepsons, Buell Stevens as a 
traveling salesman (1881-1907) and as a Cali- 
fornia fig and date farmer (1913-17), and Fran- 
cis Stevens while traveling and teaching 
school in the western U.S.; Elizabeth Stevens' 
medical studies at Hamline University, St. Paul 
(1902-06), her marriage to fellow student Rob- 
ert H. Monahan, and their subsequent medical 
practice and affiliation with the Northern Min- 
nesota Hospital Assn. in Blackduck, Beltrami 
County, and International Falls, Koochiching 
County (1907-40s). 


Thomas Davidson and Carmelite Christie and 
Family Papers, 1843-1975. 14 ft. 

In 1877 Thomas D. Christie, his wife 
Carmelite (1852-1931), and their children went 
to Turkey, where they served as Congregational 
missionaries and teachers in Marash (1877-93) 
and Tarsus. Thomas was president of St. Paul's 
Institute in Tarsus (1893-1920). Family corre- 
spondence (9.5 ft.), printed materials, pic- 
tures, diaries, reminiscences, and account and 
record books document his childhood, education, 
and travels; their work and that of other mis- 
sionaries among the many nationality groups in 
Turkey; and the careers of their sons Paul 
Theodore (1883-1959) and Emerson Brewer (1878- 
1967) and daughter Jean Christie (Mrs. Eugene) 
Lien (b. 1891). 

There is frequent discussion of the in- 
terpersonal relationships of the Christies as 
a missionary family, education of their chil- 
dren, the health of their daughters, mission- 
ary and Turkish life-styles especially those 
of Armenian and Moslem women, epidemics and 
famines, administration and fund raising for 
St. Paul's Institute, the teaching activities 
of Carmelite and daughter Mary at the insti- 
tute and among native women, and relations with 
the Turkish government. The family's letters 
and essays and Carmelite's and Mary's diaries 
detail the sufferings of the Armenian people 
during the massacres of 1895, 1909, and 1915, 
and the missionaries' efforts to give them 
refuge and relief. 

Other papers, primarily for 1921-39, re- 
flect the family's continuing interest in Tur- 
key; missionary work (1924-59) of Mary and her 
husband, William L. Nute, at a rural Turkish 
medical clinic; family life in Pasadena, Calif. 
Emerson's work for the U.S. Dept. of State as 
a special assistant and (1928-44) as chief of 
its translation bureau; his report (1909) on 
the Subanun tribe of the Philippine Islands; 
his attendance (1929) at a conference to medi- 
ate the "Chaco" boundary dispute between Bo- 
livia and Paraguay; and the teaching careers 
(1910s-40s) of Paul T. Christie at St. 
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George's School, Newport, R.I., and Jean 
Christie Lien at Occidental College, Los Ange- 
les, Calif.

With the coming of war (1937-39) between 
China and Japan, war news, defense preparations, 
and life in a wartime society dominate his let- 
ters. His correspondence, diaries, and manu- 
script articles for these years discuss the 
growth of communism in China, contacts with 
Eighth Route Army officers and such other com 
munists as Chou En-lai and Agnes Smedley, 
Chinese communist doctrines and policies, his 
refugee and relief work in Hankow for the Chi- 
nese Red Cross and the Northwestern Partisan 
Relief Committee, and activities of the Chi- 
nese Industrial Cooperatives and the China De- 
fense League.

Papers for 1940-44 include course ma- 
terials for the Far Eastern Institute at Har- 
vard University (1940); correspondence and 
clippings on Foster's U.S. speaking engage- 
ments and his attendance (1940-41) at the 
Graduate School of Applied Religion in Cincin- 
nati, Ohio; and information on the Sino-Japa- 
nese war and China's reconstruction efforts. 

Foster's correspondence for this period 
discusses Chinese political affairs, wartime 
civilian life and economic conditions, his 
trips into south China provinces as a repre- 
sentative of the Chinese Industrial Coopera- 
tives (1941-42), and his relief and medical 
duties and association with Mme. Sun Yat-sen 
in this work.

Little information is present on the two 
Nicholases. With the generation of Joseph, a 
member of the Board of War in New Hampshire 
during the Revolutionary War and a Marietta, 
Ohio, merchant after 1788, there are data on 
his business and family affairs, politics, 
foreign affairs, Jefferson's 1808 embargo, and 
U.S. banking legislation. 

The papers of the two Benjamins, Win- 
throp, and Theodore are concentrated in the 
years from 1842-1913. They concern religion; 
politics; epidemics; Williams College, Wil- 
liamstown, Mass., which was attended by several 
family members; Winthrop's mercantile business 
in St. Louis, Mo. (1840s-50s); land in I1li- 
nois, Nebraska, and other states; the banking 
houses of Gilman, Son and Co. (1860-1930s) and 
Halsted and Gilman (1859-1902), New York City; 
the many corporations with which the banking 
firms dealt; railroads; the Keokuk and Hamil- 
ton Bridge Co., Ill. (1868-1920s); and the 
North Platte Land and Water Co. and the North 
Platte Irrigation and Land Co., Neb. (1890s- 
1920s). 


For Robbins Gilman and Catheryne Cooke 
before their marriage in 1914 there are data on 
Robbins’ participation in the family busi- 
nesses, his work for the bond firm of Mason, 
Lewis and Co. (ca. 1905-07), his voluntary so- 
cial welfare activities, his career (1909-14) 
as head worker at the University Settlement, 
New York City, Catheryne's work there (1914), 
and her earlier experiences as head of the 
history department and assistant principal in 
the high school at Fort Madison, Ia. (1906-11). 

The collection after 1914 is focused 
largely on the Gilmans' social welfare work in 
Minneapolis and on the many local and national 
social work, peace, and civic groups in which 
Catheryne participated or which she organized. 
Included is considerable information on North 
East Neighborhood House, Minneapolis, which 
Robbins headed from 1914 to 1948, especially 
its programs to assist immigrants; the Women's 
Co-operative Alliance, founded in 1917 by 
Catheryne to further sex education, combat 
juvenile delinquency, and promote public mo- 
rality and the welfare of women and children. 
Also present is Catheryne's history, "Neigh- 
bors United Through Social Settlement Services 
at the Northeast Neighborhood House" (3 vols., 
typed, 1952). 

Other papers document several organiza- 
tions concerned with the quality and impact of 
motion pictures which Catheryne served begin- 
ning in 1927, including the Motion Picture 
Committee of the National Council of Women, a 
similar committee of the International Council 
of Women, the National Committee for Study of 
Social Values in Motion Pictures, the Motion

Letters from Harry's brother Horace describe 
in colorful detail his experiences working on a 
survey crew in South Dakota (1898) and as a swamp- 
er and sawyer (1901) in lumber camps in northern 
Minnesota. 

A volume of miscellaneous entries relating 
to the McMillan family includes farm accounts 
(n.p., 1847-65); minutes (1869) of the ''Farmers

The Great Northern Railway Co. (GN) 
traces its beginning to the chartering of the 
Minneapolis and St. Cloud Railroad Co. by the 
Minnesota territorial legislature in 1856. 
James J. Hill, who had acquired control of the 
Minneapolis and St. Cloud in 1881, changed its 
name to Great Northern in 1889. The following 
year GN acquired the properties of the St. 
Paul, Minneapolis, and Manitoba Railway and 
began official operations. In 1970 GN merged 
with the Northern Pacific Railway, the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy Railway, and the Spokane, 
Portland, and Seattle Railway to form Burling- 
ton Northern Inc. 

The 8,000-mile GN system carried passen- 
ger, freight, mail, and express between the 
Great Lakes and the Pacific Ocean. Principal 
lines extended from Minneapolis-St. Paul, Du- 
luth, and Superior, Wis., to Puget Sound. The 
railway operated in the states of Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, North and South Dakota, Iowa, Mon- 
tana, Idaho, Washington, Oregon, and Califor- 
nia and in the Canadian provinces of Manitoba 
and British Columbia. 

The GN records are arranged according 
to office or department.

Working with and through organized religious 
groups (and funded by the Christian Council 
for Social Action of the United Church of 
Christ), the program attempted to create great- 
er support for open occupancy in all types of 
housing. 

With the exception of clippings and pub- 


lished materials, the records cover only the 
period of the organization's existence (1959- 
65). Included are cash receipt and disburse- 
ment journals and auditors' reports; pamphlets, 
reports, case studies, and other published ma- 
terials relating to fair housing, civil rights, 
and race relations; drafts, reports, articles, 
and speeches by Tillman, including drafts of 
his book published under the title Not By 
Prayer Alone (Philadelphia, 1964); surveys and 
questionnaires, which are primarily program 
evaluations by participants and board members; 
papers concerning listings of available hous- 
ing for sale or rent; papers and pledge slips 
for fair housing pledges as well as for finan- 
cial contribution pledges. 

A large part of the collection consists 
of alphabetical subject files of correspon- 
dence and other papers relating to numerous 
local and national organizations concerned 
with civil rights and fair housing, and to con- 
ferences, institutes, fund-raising campaigns, 
legislation, social action of various churches, 
and the program's speakers bureau. 

There are papers or correspondence from 
college and university professors, civil 
rights activists, public officials, clergy, 
officers and others closely associated with 
the program or its projects, including Mrs. 
John Cowles who sponsored a regular fund-rais- 
ing appeal.

66) renamed the Group Services and Recreation

people of his state. 


Vice-Presidential Files (ca. 600 boxes). 

These files concern activities, agencies, 
and programs with which the vice-president was 
officially connected or in which he had a per- 
sonal or official interest. They are especial- 
ly full for such programs as civil rights 
(through the President's Council on Equal Oppor- 
tunity), health and sports (through the Presi- 
dent's Committee on Physical Fitness), outer 
space (through the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration), and poverty and youth 
(through the Youth Opportunity Campaign, sum 
mer employment programs, Volunteers In Ser- 
vice To America, the Job Corps, and many other 
"war on poverty" programs). There is also con- 
siderable material on foreign affairs, with em- 
phasis on Vietnam, Latin America, and disarma- 
ment.

(1860s); and life in Mason City, Ia. (1874- 
1900), where he was an insurance agent and 
owned a hotel building. Jackson's diaries for 
1852-63 were edited by Rodney C. Loehr and pub- 
lished in Minnesota Farmers' Diaries (St. 

Paul, 1939). Also included are Mitchell's 

account books (1863-74) relating to farming in 

Lakeland and to his lumberyard in Shakopee, 

Scott County (1872-74). 

Diaries (1867-80) and letters of his 
son Preston T. describe daily life in Lakeland, 
and surveying trips (1872-74) to the Red Lake 
and White Earth Indian reservations; those of 
another son, Oscar (1862-1923), describe his ex- 
periences at a commercial college in St. Paul 
(1866), at Lakeland, and at Mason City, Ia., 
where he worked as an accountant and book- 
keeper (1870s-1923). 

Letters document the activities of Jack- 
son family members in Ohio, Indiana, Iowa, 
Minnesota, California, Washington, and Texas. 
They include letters from Mitchell's sister, 
Kitty, in Crawfordsville, Ind., telling of a 
cholera outbreak (1849) and seances in which 
she participated (1851); from Kitty's husband, 
Noah Thompson, dealer in drugs, medicines, 
paints and oils, in Crawfordsville, Ind., Kan- 
kakee, I11. (1860s-70s), and San Francisco (ca. 
1879); from Mitchell's son, Will (1888-97), 
while working for railroads in Montana, Oregon, 
Washington, and Texas, telling of the develop- 


ment of the Northwest, business conditions, 

the difficulty of acquiring land, and his opin- 
ion of Chinese immigrant labor; to Preston from 
W. N. Lovatt in Hoochow, China (1888), trying 

to interest Preston in importing tea; from 
Preston to his family in St. Paul (where he had 
joined his brother-in-law, E. A. Currie, in the 
real estate business) while he was in Washing- 
ton Territory surveying land (1888) and in Mon- 
tana supervising a silver-mining venture (1894). 

A series of letters (1889-1900) from 
William Mitchell of Mount Vernon, Ohio, to 
his cousin M. Y. Jackson, contains lengthy 
discussions of politics, the Prohibition par- 
ty, temperance, and religion, especially 
Methodist. 

There is a series of letters (1865-95) 
from Isabella Riggs Williams, daughter of 
Stephen R. Riggs, to Oscar and Preston, most 
of them written while she and her husband 
were missionaries in Kalgan, China. They de- 
scribe her domestic life, her children, and 
her missionary friends; the kinds of work a 
"missionary wife" did, including nursing and 
medical care and the teaching of Western ways 
of life; her religious feelings and beliefs; 
and talks and lectures given on her few trips 
back to the United States. There are also 
reminiscences (1893) of her childhood at her 
father's Lac qui Parle mission in the Minne- 
sota River Valley.

Foundation, Rochester (1932-34), a medical 
missionary and hospital superintendent in 
China (1925-31, 1934-38), and a U.S. congress- 
man (Republican) from Minnesota's fifth dis- 
trict, Minneapolis (1943-63). Most of the 
papers deal with his congressional career and 
political campaigns. 

There is a great deal of information on 
Judd's services to his constituents; his trans- 
actions and relationships with many federal 
agencies; bills he introduced or in which he 
was directly interested; and his work on such 
House committees as foreign affairs, insular 
affairs, education, and government operations. 

His concern with foreign affairs, 
though focused on the Orient, covers the full 
range of American policies and programs. In- 
cluded is data on the Nationalist and Commu- 
nist regimes in China; the American China 
Policy Assn. and similar groups concerned with 
U.S. policies in China, Korea, and other Far 
Eastern countries; World War II, including 
many wartime administrative agencies, especi- 
ally the Office of Price Administration; 
postwar reconstruction and defense policies; 
the Korean War (1950-53); such international 
organizations as the Council of Europe, the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization, the World 
Bank, and the United Nations; the U.S.- 
Philippine Mutual Security Pact and other 
international agreements; U.S. economic as- 
sistance programs, especially aid to under- 
developed nations; the U.S. Information Agency; 
the Economic Cooperation Administration (1948- 
49), established to administer aid to Nation- 
alist China; and the questions of immigration 
and naturalization, aliens in the U.S., visas 


for Chinese refugees and other Orientals, and 
deportations. 

Domestic issues and subjects covered in- 
clude the Subversive Activities Control Board, 
and the House Committee on Un-American Activi- 
ties, which investigated allegations of com- 
munist or other subversive activities, especi- 
ally in the early 1950s; the Alger Hiss, Owen 
Lattimore, and Amerasia treason cases (1950s); 
atomic energy and the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion; banking and currency; national defense 
policies and the U.S. military establishment; 
veterans' affairs; health and welfare pro- 
grams; education; labor, including the Nation- 
al Labor Relations Board; minority groups in 
the U.S., including Orientals, Afro-Americans, 
and Indians; postal workers and services; ci- 
vil service; public works, particularly in 
Minneapolis and the upper Midwest; the Repub- 
lican party; and local, state, and national 
political campaigns. 

Judd's correspondents included a wide 
range of fellow congressmen, federal officials, 
U.S. diplomats, representatives of other coun- 
tries, spokesmen for groups concerned with 
foreign policy and Chinese affairs, and other 
public figures. 

His campaign files for 1942-62 are also 
present, including correspondence, memoranda, 
clippings, campaign literature, and the ongo- 
ing files of his campaign organization. They 
document Judd's campaign activities, the work 
of volunteer committees, fund raising, campaign 
schedules, literature distribution, and his 
opponents.

They offer expressions of senti- 
ment, religious feelings, doctrines, and person- 
al advice; information on family affairs; idioms 
of the "Hoosiers" (July 10, 1835); Mary's de- 
cision to accompany Riggs as a wife and "fel- 
low pilgrim" (1836-37); Dakota attitudes to- 
ward the missionaries; Dakota language, cus- 
toms, forms of worship, and problems with 
alcohol (February 2, 1846) as observed by the 
Riggses; his feelings of inadequacy while 
preaching in the Dakota language (April 9, 
1849); his opinions on the role and status of 
missionaries (March 10, 1838) and the dis- 
couragements inherent in missionary work 
(February 27, 1847); and the contrast between 
the routine drudgery of a missionary wife and 
the hopes and aspirations of youth (November 
10, 1849). There are also letters from Al- 
fred's parents, Thomas and Martha Longley of 
Hawley, Mass., and from other brothers and 
sisters. 

A second series consists of love letters 
(1839-41) between Alfred and his future wife, 
Julia Read. 

A third series of letters (1864-69) to 
Julia Read Longley Daniels from her son 
Charles and her stepchildren contains domestic 
news and includes several school essays.

of Isaac, in the Tenth Illinois Infantry; and 
on the career of Edmund J. Longyear, son of 
Isaac and Roanna. 

Included also are data on Edmund's edu- 
cation in Grass Lake, Mich. (1873-81), at the 
University of Michigan, Ann Arbor, where he 
studied civil engineering (1883-86), and at 
the School of Mines, Houghton, Mich. (1887- 
89); family news, conveyed particularly by 
Roanna after Edmund's removal to Minneapolis 
in 1901; and social life. 

Edmund's letters for 1886-87 also dis- 
cuss his work in the Marquette, Mich., office 
of his cousin John Munro Longyear, a mining 
engineer, as well as on the Gogebic Iron 
Range as a rodman surveying a route for the 
Marquette, Houghton, and Ontonagon Railroad 
and cruising timber and ore for the Edward G. 
Kingsford Co. Present too is Edmund's diary 
of a trip (1909) to Spitsbergen, Norway, where 
the Longyear interests were exploring coal 
deposits. 

There are also letters from Philip Owen 
Longyear, son of Edmund and Nevada (Patten), 
during his World War I service (1917-19) with 
the U.S. Army Ambulance Corps in Allentown, 
Pa., and as an ambulance driver in France dis- 
cussing army and civilian life, maneuvers, 
battles, soldiers' attitudes, and war damage.

on Minnesota iron ranges and elsewhere. Long- 
year and his company were associated with other 
firms interested in townsite development on 
Minnesota's Mesabi Iron Range and in mineral 
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lands, leases, and mining engineering in Min- 
nesota, the U.S., and throughout the world. 
Its three major subsidiaries, E. J. Longyear 
Exploration Co. (exploring and prospecting), 
E. J. Longyear Manufacturing Co. (manufacture 
and sale of diamond drills and other equip- 
ment), and E. J. Longyear Development Co. 
(shaft sinking, tunneling, and mine develop- 
ment) were incorporated in 1922. 

Papers for 1890-1901 pertain largely to 
iron mine exploration and development on the 
Mesabi Range, diamond drilling, leases on 
mineral lands, economic conditions in the iron 
industry and in Mesabi Range communities, and 
civic affairs of Hibbing, St. Louis County. 

Papers after 1902 reflect the expansion 
of Longyear's activities and include in- 
formation on drilling operations, mineral ex- 
ploration and resources, and mining and ship- 
ping of minerals and ores in the U.S. and 
abroad by the Longyear companies and their

He had been 
a schoolteacher in Massachusetts before going 
west, and he continued to teach in Hutchinson, 
where he also farmed, acted as legal represen- 
tative for local businesses, bought and sold 
real estate, and participated in the defense 
of Hutchinson during the Sioux Uprising (1862). 
Having served as school principal and McLeod 
County superintendent of schools (1870-79), he 
was appointed Minnesota assistant superinten- 
dent of public instruction (1882) and became 
the first principal (1888) of the University 
of Minnesota School of Agriculture. 

The papers from 1832 to 1903 relate to 
William, to his family, and to other Hutchin- 
son pioneers; his wife Abbie and her parents, 
Caleb and Elizabeth Cogswell of Essex, Mass.; 
his sister, Ellen, and her husband, Lewis 
Harrington, who were also early Hutchinson 
settlers; his brothers, Timothy H. and Lloyd 
G. Pendergast, and the latter's wife Hannah, 
who were residents of McLeod and Todd counties 
(1880s), Duluth (1899-1903), and Bemidji; his 
father, Solomon; and his children -- Elizabeth, 
Edith, Edmond, Mary Abbie, Sophia May, Perley 
Parker, Warren Wendell, and Ellen -- most of 
whom were teachers at one time or another. 
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There is also information on Dr. Oscar 
Swasey of Beverly, Mass., a family friend; on the 
Chesley family of New Hampshire, Hutchinson 
pioneers who returned in 1881 to their native 
state; and on Max Weber, American artist, who 
was a student of Sophia's at Duluth Normal 
School. 

The papers from 1904 to 1956 primarily 
concern Sophia and her husband, Harry White, a 
teacher and Unitarian minister in Duluth 
(1898-1906) and Natick, Mass. (1906-09), who 
became an attorney in Oklahoma and conducted 
various South American business ventures; and 
her son, Gerald Pendergast White, whose corre- 
spondence concerns his service in the U.S. Mar- 
ines in World War II and his work as a journalist. 

The collection contains business and per- 
sonal correspondence (1824-1956); speeches by 
William; clippings (1883-1955); Civil War remi- 
niscences and diaries (1864-65) of Timothy; 
diaries of Solomon (1846-49), William (1878, 
1893), Warren W. (1885-89), Sophia (1889, 1911- 
51), and Gerald White (1927-28); orders for the 
Massachusetts militia (1816-37); account books 
of Solomon (1834-58, 1824-46) and William W. 
(1868-85, 1872-99), some of which relate to 
land transactions in Minnesota; sermons (1898- 
1914) by Harry White; certificates and memora- 
bilia; genealogical data from Solomon's family 
Bible and from a genealogy compiled by Winning 
S. Pendergast, William's nephew. 

In addition to documenting the activities 
in which family members were engaged, the pa- 
pers contain information on Hutchinson and 
McLeod County; social life, education, and 
economic conditions in New England; the Civil 
War and the Sioux Uprising; farming and farnm- 
er's institutes; education and politics in 
Minnesota; business investments in the U.S. and 
South America; the University of Minnesota 
School of Agriculture; student life at the uni- 
versity (1880s-90s); horticulture; and Unitar- 
ianism.

Minutes and stock records (1894-1941), 
with some correspondence, clippings, and 
printed matter trace the company's evolution 
from the formation (1894) of the Red Wing 
Union Stoneware Co., a joint selling agency 
for its two predecessors, into the 1940s, with 
a few items relating to its subsequent history 
and its liquidation in 1967 following a crip- 
pling strike.

Correspondence (largely 1820-56) of 
Schoolcraft, author, explorer, Indian agent, 
geologist, and ethnologist, with his succes- 
sive wives, Jane Johnston (d.

Howard; and notes, drafts, and manuscripts of 
his published and unpublished articles, manu- 
script magazines, books, poetry, speeches, 
lectures, and U.S. government reports. Also 
included are journals, memoranda, financial 
records, genealogical notes, a letter copybook 
(1822-25), maps, drawings, statistical compi- 
lations, Indian language vocabularies, clip- 
pings, and printed items. 

The papers reflect Schoolcraft's career 
as a glass manufacturer in Vermont and New 
Hampshire (1810-17); mineralogist on an ex- 
ploring expedition in the Ozark Mountains 
(1817-18); geologist on the Lewis Cass explor- 
ing expedition to Lake Superior and the upper 
Mississippi River (1820); Indian agent for the 
Ojibway at Sault Ste. Marie and Mackinac Is- 
land, Mich. (1822-41); Michigan superintendent 
of Indian affairs (1836-41); leader of explor- 
ing expeditions throughout the Great Lakes re- 
gion, notably that of 1832 in Minnesota which 
discovered and named Lake Itasca as the source 
of the Mississippi River; member of the Michi- 
gan territorial legislature (1828-32); ethnol- 
ogist studying and reporting on the Iroquois 
of New York (1840s); and compiler and editor 
of Historical and Statistical Information... 
of the Indian Tribes of United States (Phila- 
delphia, 1851-57). 

The dominant subjects of Schoolcraft's 
writings are the history, language, mythology, 
religion, characteristics, and potential of 
the American Indian; Indian picture writing; 
the past and future roles of the federal gov- 
ernment in Indian affairs; Christian mission- 
ary work among Indian tribes; American litera- 
ture using the Indian as the central motif; 
and mineralogy, geology, and ethnology. 

Also included are miscellaneous papers 
of his father, Lawrence Schoolcraft, of his 
father-in-law, John Johnston, and of Lewis 
Cass; Joseph N. Nicollet's journal (1836) in 
French of an expedition to the sources of the 
Mississippi River; and Mary H. Schoolcraft's

Opera House in St. Paul. 

Included are data on Scott's business 
associates, among them Theodore L. Hays, Jacob 
Litt, and Lac Stafford; the Litt-Stafford Op- 
era House Co., Metropolitan Opera House Co., 
Peoples Theater Building Co., Scott-Stafford 
Opera House Co., Syndicate Opera House Co., 
and Twin City Amusement Co.; the companies’ 
affairs, such as property acquisition and dis- 
posal, theater financing and construction; 
theater management, including advertising, 
personnel, heating, lighting, insurance, fur- 
nishings, and fixtures; and business details 
of the many plays and other productions sched- 
uled at the theaters. 

There is also substantial information on 
transactions with theatrical agencies, agents, 
and managers, most of them located in New York 
City, including H. R. Jacobs' Booking Office, 
H. S. Taylor's Theatrical Exchange, Leo Gold- 
mark, Klaw & Erlanger, Augustus Pitou, and 
Arnold Wolford. These transactions brought 
dozens of performers to the Scott theaters. 

Included, too, is data on miscellaneous 
subjects, such as the Legion of Decency's ef- 
forts to influence selections of motion pic- 
tures shown at the Metropolitan Theatre 
(1930s); Mrs. Scott's efforts to preserve le- 
gitimate theater in Minneapolis (1930s); ex- 
cursions of the Streckfus Steamboat Line;

Historical Markers and Monuments Survey. 
Data on location, marker type, event 


commemorated, text of the marker, and informa- 
tion sources, arranged by county. Among those 
included are Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion markers, abandoned cemeteries, private 
burials, Indian burials, mounds, historic 
trails, abandoned towns and villages, and a 
separate unit entitled "Historic Buildings and 
Sites,'"' which may have migrated from units 
listed above.

The papers of Williams, a Congregational 
minister and political activist in St. Paul

and personal correspondence for the years 

ca. 1908-73. There are also press releases 
(1930-52), clippings (1929-46), minutes of meet- 
ings (1928-42), financial statements (1930-36), 
membership lists, political conference mate- 
rials (1933-35), transcripts of speeches and 
articles (1934-39), and scrapbooks (10 vols., 
1935-68). Similar records for the period 
1959-70 largely concern the United World Fed- 
eralists. The microfilm contains copies of 
membership cards of the League for Independent 
Political Action and the Farmer Labor Political 
Federation. 

The papers reflect Williams’ activities, 
usually as organizer, secretary, or director, 
of the following organizations: League for In- 
dependent Political Action, 1929-33; Farmer 
Labor Political Federation, 1933-35; American 
Commonwealth Political Federation, 1933-ca. 37; 
Union for Democratic Action, 1941-45; Indepen- 
dent Voters of Illinois, 1945-46; American 
League for a Free Palestine, 1946-ca. 47; and 
United World Federalists, 1965-69. 

Williams' interest in the Farmer-Labor 
party is reflected throughout the papers, al- 
though his role in the successor Democratic- 
Farmer-Labor party in Minnesota is not. The 
collection contains a wealth of material on po- 
litical protest groups, especially those active 
in the 1930s. The letters contain information 
on public dissatisfaction with the existing 
economic order and political parties, areas of 
conflict among various political groups, and 
problems relating to co-operation with the So- 
cialist and Communist parties. 

There is also information on religion, 
organized labor, education, race relations and 
problems (especially discrimination against 
blacks and Jews), world peace, pacifism, mili- 
tary training, Prohibition, veterans affairs, 
facism, and banking reform. 

Although the bulk of the materials con- 
cerns national issues, with a great deal of 
data on Franklin D. Roosevelt's nominations, 
elections, and the New Deal administration, 
there is also considerable information on Min- 
nesota politics, particularly in the 1930s. 
This material focuses on Floyd B. Olson and on 
Williams' attempts to win the fourth congres- 
sional district seat in 1932, 1936, and 1938. 

Other topics about which there is sub- 
stantial information include the People's Lobby 
for Progressive Legislation; the Nonpartisan 
League; the Minneapolis truck drivers' strike 
of 1934; the movement led by Charles E. Cough- 
lin; and the Vietnamese conflict (1960s). 

Williams' letters to his family, 1928-51, 
complement the official correspondence, espe- 
cially for the years 1941-47. They include in- 
formation on his Chautauqua tour of 1928, his 
role as an organizer in Louisiana for Community 
Service, an agency of the Federal Security 
Agency, 1941; a tour of Europe with Sherwood 
Eddy, 1947; and a trip to the U.S.S.R., 1967. 
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The collection contains letters from 
several hundred persons, including a great 
many state and national political, religious, 
educational, and labor leaders. Some of them 
are Norman Thomas, Paul H. Douglas, John Dewey, 
Jerome Davis, Sherwood Eddy, Upton Sinclair, 
the La Follettes of Wisconsin, and Father Cough- 
lin, mostly in the 1930s, and Hubert H. Hum- 
phrey, Donald M. Fraser, Walter F. Mondale, 
Eugene J. McCarthy, and Joseph E. Karth in the 
1960s. 

The papers also provide information on 
Williams' education at the University of Minne- 
sota and Union Theological Seminary, New York 
City (1910s); his World War I service with the 
U.S. Tenth Engineers, for which he was deco- 
rated by the U.S. and French governments; and 
his work as pastor of People's Church, St.

(1859), Willius Brothers and [Louis L.] Dunbar 
(1862), the German American Bank (1873), the 
National German American Bank (1883), the 
Germania Bank (founded by Gustav in 1893), and 
the State Savings Bank of St. Paul (founded by 
Ferdinand in 1891). 

Among the subjects covered are St. Paul 
business, commercial, and cultural organiza- 
tions; the brothers' other business enterprises 
and real estate investments; the Republican 
party; and Christopher C. Andrews' comments on 
Brazil while he was in that country (1882). 

Present also is extensive information on 
the Willius and related families of Holterhoff, 


Horton, Hutz, Pfeiffer, Popple, and Waldthausen, 


particularly in "A Genealogic Narrative of the 
Willius and Related Families," written (1949) 
by Frederick A. Willius, Gustav's son.

18) on the Hidatsa and Mandan tribes of the 
Fort Berthold Reservation, in North Dakota, 
particularly the former. Wilson was assisted 
by his brother, Frederick N., an artist whose 
drawings and notebooks are included in the pa- 
pers. His leading Fort Berthold informants 
were Buffalo Bird Woman, Wolf Chief, and Good- 
bird, who with others provided data on tribal 
history, material culture, legends, myths, 
dances, songs, customs, and many other aspects 
of Indian life. 

Also present is some information on Wil- 
son's activities at Wittenberg College, Spring- 
field, I11. (graduated 1896), and Princeton 
Theological Seminary (graduated 1899); his 
Presbyterian ministries at several churches in 
Minnesota and North Dakota before, during, and 
after his period of concentration on Indian 
studies; his career as professor of anthropol- 
ogy at Macalester College, St. Paul (1920s); 
his writings and sermons; and various members 
of his family.

They document his support of educational 
institutions, particularly Macalester College, 
St. Paul; his work in and support of social, 
charitable, civic, and governmental organiza- 
tions in Minneapolis, St. Paul, and elsewhere; 
his work as trustee of the National Planning 
Assn.; the lumbering companies he owned and 
operated and the lumber trade organizations of 
which he was a member; his political associa- 
tions and personal friendships; his participa- 
tion in a number of study and planning groups 
on economics and U.S. economic policy; and his 
interests in international organizations, for- 
est conservation, and foreign trade and tariffs. 

Papers for the 1940s also relate to his 
service with the U.S. government as an officer 
of the War Production Board during World War II 
(1942-45), assistant secretary of state (1947), 
and deputy to the assistant secretary of the 
army (1947). 

Organizations most heavily represented 
include the American Assembly and its discus- 
sions of the world economy and other foreign 
relations issues (1955-69); the Citizens Coun- 
cil on Delinquency and Crime, Minneapolis, of 
which Winton was a founding member (1963-73); 
the Committee for a National Trade Policy, 
which supported efforts to increase world trade 
among free nations (1953-73); Consolidated 
Freightways, Inc., Menlo Park, Calif. (1956- 
59); the Federal Advisory Council on Employment 
Security (1962-67); the Forest History Founda- 
tion and the Forest History Society (1956-73); 
the National Lumber Manufacturers Assn. (1953- 
65); the Red River Lumber Co., Westwood, Calif., 
whose management and reorganization Winton as- 
sumed in 1933-35; the Timber Engineering Co., 
Washington, D.C. (1953-64); the United Nations 
Educational, Scientific, and Cultural Organiza- 
tion (1952-64); and the Winton Lumber Co., 
Martell, Calif. (1948-70). 

Macalester College files (1936-73) in- 
clude financial records, minutes of committee 
and trustees' meetings, annual and progress re- 
ports, correspondence, the college newspaper, 
printed items, and memorabilia. 

National Planning Assn. files (1951-73) 
of correspondence, reports, minutes, clippings, 
and financial records document its efforts to 
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develop practical solutions to national econom- 
ic problems, and Winton's role as a trustee and 
a member of several of its committees and 

study groups.

Correspondence, memoranda, minutes, fi- 
nancial and stock records, statistics, reports, 
contracts, legal papers, income tax reports, 
and related records of a lumber company operated 
by three generations of the Charles J. Winton 
family, and of its affiliates and subsidiaries. 
They document the Winton timberland holdings, 
lumbering and milling operations, and other in- 
vestments, primarily during the 1920s and 1930s, 
in California, Oregon, Canada, and elsewhere. 

Minneapolis office files (13 ft., 1919- 
39, 1954-58) give an overview of headquarters 
operations, tie together the various Winton ac- 
tivities and branch offices, and illustrate 
their relationships with other lumber and wood- 
using companies which were not Winton subsidi- 
aries, particularily the Masonite Corp. in Wau- 
sau, Wis., the Longview Fibre Co. in Longview, 
Wash., Marathon Paper Mills in Rothschild, Wis., 
and the Ontonagon Fibre Co. in Ontonagon, Mich. 
They also contain data on the family's invest- 
ments and finances, and on their participation 
in Minneapolis civic, cultural, social, and po- 
litical life. 

Primary correspondents are Charles J. Win- 
ton (1862-1934) and his brother David Nelson 
Winton, C. J.'s sons David: Judson (1897- ) 
and Charles J., Jr. (1899- ), Ben and Walter 
Alexander, Walter Bissell, D. Clark Everest, 
Walter Rosenberry, and Herbert J. Forester.

and federal government regulations regarding 
lumbering operations in the U.S. and Canada;

others, especially through the Trask-Wilson 
Committee.
